AMERICANS SEND 
MIXED MESSAGES 
ON PRIVACY ISSUES

One of the hottest areas of contention among 
Americans is in the realm of public policy issues 
involving personal freedom and privacy. But far 
from taking a universal stand “for” or “against” 
personal privacy and liberty, Americans display a 
wide range of opinions, from solid support from 
some social legislation limiting personal liberty to 
solid opposition to other social legislation that 
limits it, a new Barna Research Group poll has 
found. Some 69% of Americans support barring 
businesses from distributing or selling informa- 
tion about their customers to others without the 
permission of those customers, and 58% favor 
allowing adults to die by taking lethal drugs if 
they choose to do so because of physical impair- 
ment or suffering. However, only 44% support 
the idea of prohibiting magazines and movies 
from portraying pornographic or sexually explicit 
images; only 42% favor initiating a system of 
“divorce on demand’ where married couples 
could get divorces simply by filling notarized 
papers, without going through the court system; 
and just 29% of Americans favor legalizing mar- 
riage between adults of the same sex. 

“While Americans usually agree with general 
statements about personal privacy or traditional 
values abound, only a few Americans are philo- 
sophically consistent about applying these values 
when they are presented with a range of concrete 
proposals,” said George Barna, president of Barna 
Research Group, Ltd. “Americans evidently take 
a wide variety of factors into consideration when 
they evaluate legislation that affects personal lib- 
erty, whether it is their own freedom at stake or 
that of others.” 


Where Americans Differ 


The complexity of this decision making pro- 
cess shows itself in the fact that different demo- 
graphic groups can arrive at very different conclu- 
sions about the same question. Women, on aver- 
age, are more sympathetic that men (34% to 23%) 


to the idea of allowing homosexuals to marry each 
other, but less inclined (35% to 49%) to favor 
divorce on demand, and more ready to prohibit 
movies and magazines from showing explicit 
images (50% to 38%). Married people have dif- 
ferent opinions than singles; married couples are 
more positive about legal euthanasia than singles 
(67% compared to 52%), colder toward legaliz- 
ing gay marriage (24% compared to 36%), and 
readier to ban explicit material (49% compared to 
37%). 

Age can make a difference, too. Only 11% of 
senior citizens (ages 67 and over) favor marriages 
between homosexuals, but 42% of Baby Busters 
(ages 18-26) favor allowing such unions. 

While no more than 38% of members of other 
age groups would like to see sexually explicit 
images outlawed, 63% of people aged 48 to 66 - 
the last generation before the Baby Boom - agree. 

Both people who earn more than $50,000 a 
year and college graduates are much happier at the 
prospect of no longer receiving junk communica- 
tion (79% would like to see businesses unable to 
buy information from other businesses without 
permission) than are people who earn less than 
$25,000 per year and people who have no educa- 
tion beyond high school. College graduates are 
also more hesitant to censor explicit images (only 
32% favor such action) than are people with only 
high school experience (46% of whom favor such 
action). And suburban-dwellers are particularly 
likely (92%) to support euthanasia for suffering or 
impaired people much more likely than urban 
dwellers (66%). 

Party registration has some predictable effects, 
as well as some surprising ones. One-half of all 
Democrats are in favor of divorce on demand, 
compared to only 28% of Republicans, and 33% 
of Democrats favor legalized marriages between 
homosexuals, compared to only 13% of 
Republicans. But registered Independents are 
even more likely (41%) to favor allowing gay 
marriages, and more likely than people registered 
with either major party to want to prohibit busi- 
nesses from sharing information about consumers 
without their permission (79%). Unregistered 
voters, on the other hand, are less likely to offer 
opinions at all and more likely than registered vot- 
ers to say they do not know whether they favor or 
oppose proposals.

Bennie Earl Goodwin, son of the late William 
and Patsy Goodwin, was born December 4, 1908, 
in Fordyce, Arkansas. In 1922, at the age of 14, 
he accepted Christ as his personal Savior. Ten 
years later, in 1932, Brother Goodwin gave heed 
to the voice of God and accepted his calling to the 
ministry. 

In 1931, he was united in holy matrimony to 
Odessa Christopher, whose union to her ended at 
her demise after fifty two years of marriage. To 
this union seven children were born. At the time 
of his death he was married to the lovely Naomi 
Jackson Goodwin. 

He began his pastoral ministry in 1935, at the 
Church Of God In Christ, Kankakee, Illinois. In 
1936, he was appointed pastor of the Church Of 
God In Christ No. 2 (later named Portland Street) 
in Chicago Heights Illinois. In 1951, he was 
appointed pastor of Argo Temple Church Of God 
In Christ after the death of his brother, James 
Goodwin. 

Minister Goodwin was ordained an elder in the 
Church Of God In Christ in 1937, at the hand of 
the late Bishop William Roberts. As his ministry 
grew, Elder Goodwin was appointed to several 
positions in the Church Of God In Christ in 
Illinois. Of note his ministry included: State 
Sunday School Superintendent, Northern Illinois 
Jurisdiction; General Superintendent, New 
Philadelphia District; Second Administrative 
Assistant, First Administrative Assistant and 
Chief Administrator, Fifth Illinois Jurisdiction. In 
June 1984, he was consecrated to the sacred office 
of Bishop and was appointed Jurisdictional 
Prelate of the Fifth Illinois Jurisdiction. 

Bishop Goodwin was an ardent supporter of 
foreign missions. In 1963, he assisted the late 
Bishop Bennett in establishing new primary and 
secondary schools and teacher training programs 
in Bolize, Honduras. Also in the same year, he 
provided funds for the construction of a nutrition 
center, housing units for the poor, built to support 
the Odessa Goodwin Christian School in Port Au 
Prince, Haiti. 

He was a distinguished builder. As a monu- 
ment to his work of faith and labor of love, the 
Portland Street Church Of God In Christ and the 
Argo Temple Church Of God In Christ both stand 
today. All mortgages are paid on both churches. 
He also constructed and burned the mortgage on 
the Odessa Goodwin Christian School in Chicago 
Heights, Illinois. 

Bishop Goodwin was the recipient of the 
“Minister of the Year of Northern Illinois” award 
by the Religious Worker’s Guild. He was a com- 
mitted member for the Board of Bishops. 

On September 14, 1993, after a brief illness, the 
final chapter in the Book of Life for Bishop 
Bennie Earl Goodwin was completed. 


F.D. MACKLIN RITES 


Memphis, TN. Bishop F.D. Macklin, Prelate 
Emeritus of Tennessee Headquarters Jurisdiction 
was remembered as a “Brave Soldier” by both 
Family and friends. Frederick Douglas Macklin 
was born September 15, 1914, in Tipton County, 
Tennessee to the late Mr. Robert and Mrs. 
Margaret Smith Macklin, Sr. He was educated in 
Tipton County Public schools and Washington 
Bible College, Washington D.C. 

His life was devoted to ministry and he 
received his license to preach in 1932. He was 
ordained by Bishop A.B. McEwen, Sr. in 1940. 
From that time on he served faithfully the ministry 
and the cause of Christ which he loved. His first 
pastorate was the Tipton Church Of God In Christ, 
then the Rosemark Church Of God In Christ and 
finally the Homeland Church Of God In Christ in 
1958. It was at Homeland that Bishop made his 
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real mark. He was a solid pastor who loved peo- 
ple and was devoted to his ministry, as well as the 
organization duties given through the Church Of 
God In Christ. 

A great part of his life and ministry was Mother 
Irene “Dear” Macklin, his wife of fifty six years. 
Together they shared a happy life and a blessed 
home. Inputing the righteousness of God to their 
large and close family was always paramount. 
Having four daughters and five sons made for a 
lovely home. Mother Macklin passed away in 
June 3, 1993, leaving bishop and the family. 

Known as a “Father,” Bishop Macklin was 
sought after as a giver of wisdom and a soldier of 
peace. After the resignation of the late Presiding 
Bishop J.O. Patterson, Sr., as prelate of the 
Headquarters Jurisdiction, Bishop Macklin was 
appointed and consecrated October 9, 1981. He 
served faithfully until receiving orders for this 
emeritus status, due to health reasons. Even as 
Emeritus Prelate he was yet a valued counselor 
and a symbol of saintly authority. 

On September 25, 1993, the man people knew 
as a “Soldier of Peach” was honorably discharged 
from earthly service to heavenly rest. He leaves 
three of four daughters, Wauline Huff, Deborah 
Tasker, Beverly McNeal and Georgia Macklin; 
five sons, Floyde Macklin, Elder Billy Macklin, 
Fred Macklin, Jr., Bobby Joe Macklin and Elder 
Douglas Macklin; one sister, Mrs. Patsy Macklin; 
one sister in law, Mrs. Everlener Robinson; two 
brothers in law, Elder A.L. Blayde and Mr. James 
O. Robinson; thirteen grandchildren, five great 
grandchildren, many nieces, nephews and other 
relatives. 


ITC HONORS ITS 
PRESIDENT 
FOR 

10 YEARS 
OF 
PRESIDENTIAL 
LEADERSHIP 


Atlanta, GA - On October 7, 1993, 
Interdenominational Theological Center (ITC) 
honored its fifth president, Dr. James H. Costen, 
for 10 years of presidential leadership. The cele- 
bration dinner was planned for the Christian 
Fellowship Baptist Church in College Park. 

A native of Omaha, Nebraska, Dr. Costen 
received the Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor of 
Divinity degrees from Johnson C. Smith 
University in Charlotte, North Carolina. The 
Master of Theology was earned at Southeastern 
Baptist Theological Seminary in Wake Forest, 
NC, where he was their first black student. Dr. 
Costen has received six honorary degrees. 

He began his ministry in Rocky Mount, NC, 
and served the Mt. Pisgah Presbyterian Church for 
10 years. In 1965, he was called to Atlanta to 
become the organizing pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church of the Master. During his five year tenure 
there, the interracial membership grew to nearly 
200. Dr. Costen came to ITC in 1969 as dean of 
Johnson C. Smith Seminary, the Presbyterian con- 
stituent of ITC, a position he held for 14 years. 
From there he was elected president of ITC. 

The Board of Trustees decided last year that 
special recognition should be given to Dr. Costen 
for his exemplary leadership at ITC. The institu- 
tion has progressed from a school hardly known 
by foundations and other contributors, to become 
one of the top 10 seminaries in the country receiv- 
ing foundation support. When Dr. Costen became 
president in 1983, enrollment was slightly over 
300; now there are over 400 men and women 
preparing for leadership predominantly in the 
African American Community. Dr. Costen is 
known as a visionary. Under his leadership, sev- 
eral programs and areas have been established at 
ITC: the Office of Institutional Advancement, 
which is responsible for the fund raising, alumni 
relations and public relations of the institution; the 
Institute of Church Administration and 
Management, established to assist pastors and 
laypersons in the fiscal management of the 
church; the Extension Education Program, a con- 
tinuing education vehicle, that began with three 
sites around the country in 1990 and now stands at 
more than 30; and the Mission Resource Center, a 
United Methodist missionary training center 
established in cooperation with Candler School of 
Theology at Emory University. 

Also, since Dr. Costen became president, ITC 
has ended each fiscal year without a deficit, 
endowment has increased to $7.5 million, faculty 
salaries are now at a competitive level, and the 
degree, Master of Arts in Church Music, has been 
added to the curriculum. 

One of his visions is now underway: the 
Lifelong Education Center. The $3.5 million 
Center will house classrooms, offices, guest quar- 
ters, seminars and meeting space. The building is 
expected to be completed by the spring. 

Interdenominational Theological Center is a 
graduate, professional school for theology and is 
comprised of six seminaries, each with a different 
denominational affiliation. It is one of five UNCF 
schools within the Atlanta University Center 
complex. Mason Theological Seminary is a 
member school.

In 1981, when I was a reference librarian at the 
University of Florida, the lack of adequate 
African-American primary resources provoked 
me to initiate the National African-American 
Pentecostal Project. Subsequently, I have collect- 
ed a vast store of records, including obituaries, 
photographs, scrapbooks, souvenir booklets, 
books, and newspaper clippings. 

While collecting this material, I learned four 
things: First, private individuals possess scores of 
records pertaining to the lives and experiences of 
black Pentecostals; Second, many black and 
white Pentecostals are willing and eager to con- 
tribute their records if they are approached diplo- 
matically; Third, many black Pentecostals, espe- 
cially older members, have a strong sense of his- 
tory and feel the pain of having been omitted from 
historical scholarship; And fourth, since I have 
returned some of these records to their owners, 
there is a need to permanently preserve the 
records of black Pentecostals. 


PLAN OF WORK 


The project unfolded over six years. During 
1981 and 1982, I concentrated on the initial plan- 
ning. During 1982 and 1983, I surveyed records. 
In 1983 and 1984, I actually began to collect 
records. I continued collecting records from 1984 
to 1986 and began an annotated bibliography. In 
1986-87 the annotated bibliography was complet- 
ed and all items gathered and deposited at The 
Library of Congress in Washington, D.C. The 
holdings were microfilmed by The Bell & Howell 
Company to allow researchers to borrow the doc- 
uments without having to visit the Library of 
Congress. 

Inasmuch as the project’s success has depend- 
ed on the groundwork laid during the earlier years, 
I discussed here the collecting of records. The 
data collection strategies were specifically 
designed with the nature of the project in mind. A 
concise summary of the black Pentecostal move- 
ment in the United States is helpful in setting the 
stage for the discussion of my collection methods. 


HOLINESS-PENTECOSTAL 
DENOMINATIONS 


The African-American congregations of 
Pentecostal denominations are among the largest, 
if not the largest of all minority churches in the 
world. The largest predominantly black 
Pentecostal denomination is the Church Of God In 
Christ; 3,709,661 members were reported in 1982. 
This is more than double the largest white 
Pentecostal denomination, the Assemblies of God, 
where 1,788,394 members were reported in 1981. 
The Assemblies of God has traditionally served as 
the historians’ Pentecostal archetype. Yet the 


Church Of God In Christ, which is the second- 
largest black denomination in the United States, is 
larger than all the predominantly white 
Pentecostal denominations combined. For this 
reason my research efforts have focused primarily 
on the Church Of God In Christ. - 

The Holiness-Pentecostal movement is a direct 
outgrowth of Wesley doctrine. John Wesley 
believed that to be saved from sin was not enough. 
In addition, one must be sanctified. He also 
believed that one must establish a close relation- 
ship with God. Before 1906, sanctification was 
accepted by many people in the United States. 
Several revivals were held during which there was 
an unusual outpouring of the Holy Spirit. Perhaps 
the best known of these is the Azusa Street Revival 
in Los Angeles, which started in April of 1906. 
This marked the birth of the modern-day 
Pentecostal movement in the United States. It 
reflected a seeking of the Holy Ghost or Holy 
Spirit and a closer connection with God; people 
spoke in tongues, and many were healed. 
Speaking in tongues was regarded as the initial 
sign of the baptism in the spirit. Other charismatic 
gifts such as prophecy and healing were also taken 
as signs. The movement was headed by a black 
minister, Bishop William J. Seymour. In the early 
1900’s, many Pentecostal churches were integrat- 
ed, but in time the denominations separated into 
white and black bodies. Some of the barriers that 
separated Pentecostals were cultural attitudes, 
doctrines and beliefs, and financial expenditures. 
Black Pentecostalism as a separate entity resulted 
from the prejudice and systematic segregation in 
the general Pentecostal movement. However, a 
few integrated denominations do function today. 


DOCTRINAL DIFFERENCES AMONG 
PENTECOSTALS 


It is difficult to discuss the Pentecostal move- 
ment as one body because of the doctrinal differ- 
ences that exist among the groups. Many serious 
problems have been caused by doctrinal differ- 
ences since the Azusa Street Revival. These vari- 
ous doctrines are defined so that readers can 
understand the three main groups. 

Oneness: the “Jesus only” Group. This 
group denies the trinity of persons in the god-head. 
It maintains that God is a threefold being - - Father, 
Son, and Holy Spirit—But only one person, and 
that one person is Jesus. This teaching began in 
1913 through the ministries of Frank Ewart and G. 
A. Cook. 

Two works of grace: the “second work of 
grace” group. This group claims there is an expe- 
rience subsequent to forgiveness of sin in which 
the believer is “sanctified wholly.” This teaching 
began about 1910 and was led mainly by Pastor 
Durham of Chicago. 

Trinitarian: the “trinity” group. This faction 
believes in the Father, Son, and Holy Spirit—three 
individual beings. 


A DESCRIPTION OF THE GATHERED 
MATERIALS 


I conducted a specialized archival search deal- 
ing with general black church materials, particu- 
larly the materials concerning the Holiness and/or 
Pentecostal denominations. These materials are 
rare and were difficult to locate. They include 
church histories, unpublished dissertations, 
church yearbooks, newspaper articles, magazine 
articles, pamphlets, diaries, pictures, scrapbooks, 
cassette tapes, and other forms of media. Many of 
these materials were printed in short runs using 
poor methods of duplication. The quality of paper 
and the professional quality of the printing were 
not always the best for endurance of the docu- 
ments. As a result, many of the materials have 
been damaged. Many of these rare materials have 
never before been listed in any standard 
bibliography. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE MATERIALS FOR 
ARCHIVAL RESEARCH 


These materials open the way to new research 
on the African-American Pentecostal movement 
in the United States, enhance ongoing research, 
and fill a gap in the humanities. The listed materi- 
als are the first comprehensive bibliography on the 
movement. Graduate students can now write dis- 
sertations on this aspect of American culture.

TIME, LEST WE FORGET.” They were moved 
by this portrayal of our history — our African 
glory, our American slavery, and the church’s role 
in shaping a resurgence of our people’s greatness.

Rural church life can be explored and 
its style of worship analyzed. These materials 
have been assembled and preserved, and are now 
easily, available to all interested people.

American religious fields of knowledge 


Enhance creative and spiritual development 


Enhance the appreciation and enjoyment of 
African-American literature and music 


Further knowledge of African-Americans as

Encourage knowledge of the community 
habits, scope, and interests of African- 
American Pentecostals

MISSION HAITI 


The Church Of God In Christ has a dynamic 
mission to the beleaguered isle of Haiti. The 
recent news reports indicate the fine people of 
Haiti are going through the thralls of social and 
political upheaval.
